0113 land comnmnicaliou botwoen the 
beof-nusors and bcef-ontors of Eiitish 
Columbia. Our roade rs aro our wit- 
nesRO.H with what pursistont iniportu- 
iiity tliis journal lias advocated tho 
immediate establishment of such coui- 
municAtion in order to stop tho fatal 
drain upoa the country's realized 
wealth, aud at the same time afford a 
mark«t to a class of our people sadly 
in need of it. But the couteutiou 
of the organ is that, the editor having 
i n his legislative capacity opposed the 
principle, this journal has forfeited 
all right to advocate it now, am! that 
for na to urge forward the work 
"ie, to put it mildly, a piece of cool 
impertinence." In a paragraph yes- 
terday morning, we took occasion to 
contvadict the assertion and challenge 
our contemporary to quote a word 
spoken or a sciiteiico written against 
the scheme so long and ardently ad- 
vocated in these columns; but another 
leaduif,^ article devoted to the grossoat 
misrepresentation is our excuse for re- 
verting to thesubject thus early. Unfair 
ft3 the organ's report of Opposition 
speeches are admitted to bo, wo sliall 
ftuswer it from its own colnmus. lu its 
report of tho discuasioa upon the item of 
$86, GOO, tliQ organ has tlio following: — 
"Mr. Eobson tlioaglitit nnfairto tlio peo- 
ple of tiia Jlainland and to tlio t'ouiitrj 
itself not to provide aa outlet for tlio cat- 
tle and produce of the great farming dis- 
tricts east of tho Cascades. An onorinous 
ttiiiouuLof uiuuey was uiiuuidij being 
paid out — about §150,000, — ft)r foreign 
cattle to supply the market of the city of 
Victoria. Whilst vtM\y tleairons of seeing 
this road couatructeJ', he feared that the 
§70,000 was only a commencement of it* 
oost, and as be had beeu reliably inform- 
ed that it would cost S200,000, he feared 
"the Province would not bo justified in cx- 
peniliug so largo an aniouut en it, or tak- 
ing ttie initiative stijp towin-d'^ it at ])ro- 
Bont. He thought that a winter ruad and 
cattle trail would sulllfo for tlm present."' 
Then, again, wlien tlie discussion was re- 
sumed at the next sitting, it reported as 
follows: "Mr. Eobson would rather 
borrow money oven at a high rate to bnild 
this road wliich would cost S'.iOD,U(IO,tlian 
draw on tho Canadian Governiucnt; or be 
would build a road which would suit the 
present purpose with a view of its being 
made into a first class waggon road, aud 
be believed suob a road could he con- 
Btrnctecl for a less sum than S50,000." 
Now the reader will reiidily perceive, oven 
from the meagre and imperfect report 
given by the organ itsulf, ihat 
the scheme of opening up o ciittle- 
way to the seaboard had no more ardent 
advocate m tho House. The opposition 
was not directed against that, batugainst 
seriously involving the Province with 
Canada at a critical moment for tlio pur- 
pose of entering upon tlie construction cif 
SL waggon road the ultimate cost of wliich 
was variously estiriiatcd at from two hun- 
dred thousaml to four i.uudretl thoUKand 
dollarrf, inbto.id of hastening through 
with a less exiiensive class of road ample 
for pra.seiit purposes. It is no mtu'e than 
just to tho other ineuibors ot tlio Opposi- 
tion to say that tliey totjk ground very 
similar. All admitted and urged tho ne- 
cessity for a good cattle- way; while all 
questioned the wi<»dom of tho Province 
now amiertaking tlia construction of a 
cosily tiirni)i!io road to competo with 
steamboat navigation. And we btlieve 
tlie good sen^n of the country and the 
teat of tiaio will fully justify tho stand 
taken by the Opposition.

Mr. Jiistioo Gray procnt-di.'d to address 
p tho Grand Jury as to tliu uaturo of the 
bills that would bu laid boforc them. Tt 
would bo uanocossary for him to point 
out to men sucdi as composed the Grand 
Jury the uaturo of their duties. All he 
i ' uskod thorn to do was to saliafy themselves 
l)y tho evidence of witnessess that v/ould 
ho brought before them that Henry For- 
jnaa cauio to his death by the unlawful 
and wilful act of Thomas Sehoo)ey. lu 
'' the ease of Ah Chang fforgery) they had 
slao to be satisfied that he had been 
guilty of uttering a false check, knowing 
.it to be false; leaving it, to a petty jury to 
decide as to tho guilt or innoconeo of'the 
prisoner. Tho ualoudar was usually 
light, which, he would liare remark, was 
duo to tho impression that prevailed 
in the public mind that punish 
ment would follow upon the com- 
mission of crime— that the Grand Jurors 
would never fail to i^rcsont, or the pettit 
jurors to convict on ovideuco of a clear 
and ijremeditatod case of crime. But 
the moment that that impression ceased 
.J vJo^eiiBt crime would stalk boldly through 
tbe Provin«e and law ond order would be 
at an end. The reputation of British Co- 
lumbia, as a law abiding Province, stood 
high. Life and property wore secure and 
would contiuuo so as loiig^as Grand and 
i'otit Jurors did their duty untliaehing- 
• ly. After some remarks . about carrying 
deadly weapons the Grant^ Jury wore 
aent to their room and shortly returned 
with

murder; and Ah Ohong for forgery. 

THE BOYAL COUUISSIOH,. 

The Chief Justice said tlie Court had re- 
ceived a Royal Commission to sit and 
hoar cortaiaehargos to bo brought against 
certain ollicials and that tlie Court pro- 
posed to sit on Tuesday next to hear such 
evidence as might be offered. 

NATDBALIZATIOK. 

W. Ohas. Siffkon took the oath and 
was admitted to citizenship. Wm. P.

TBIAL POn MURDER. 

Thos, Bchooley was placed at the bar 
ohargeii with the wilful mnrdor of Henry 

porman. Tho prisoner, who loi)ked pale, 
emaciated and downcast, jjloadod "not 
guilty.'' It is said that since his incarcer- 
jiliou tho prisoner's hair, which was per- 
fectly black before, has become quite grey. 

The Attorney-General appeared for the 
proseoutioa, and Messrs. Robertson and 
Johnson for the defence.

Chas. Seymour was challenged by the 
Crown.

Jlr. liobertson replied that he was ex- 
ercising a right. 

Chief Jnstico— In 15 years oxporionce 
Idhavonover known so many challenges.

In oimiiing tho e;i.si) for tlit? pro.M(>outiou 
tbe Atlornoy-Genorul .said tli;it llio pre- 
sent case was one of tho most painful

The life of a respectable, poacoablo man 
bad this day to be accounted for, and be 
called on the jury fo dismiss from their 
minds cvovy published circuiustanco con- 
noetod with tho sad event and to Jiud in 
saoordaiice with tho ovidonco. Tho de- 
positions wore not so full as he could 
have wished; but lie would proceed to 
give an outline of tho case. On the 22d 
of January lust — the prisoner being mar- 
sicd to tho daughter of Forman— about 
(; o'clock in tho evening wont to the 
house of bis futhor-in-law. ,-\fler a sliort 
time ho throw a cliamljor, into which ho 
bad previously vomited, ui)on tho kitch- 
en floor and abpscd Forman. Tho latter 
said, "Tom, you should not use such 
language to.me— I'm not a dog," For- 
" ' " man sat down to his dinner in the kitoh- 
ea with Hohooley's wife and child and 
»»*»'MYfl. Forman. Tlio prisoner shortly after- 
wards fired a pistol throug'a tho door at 
ITorman, the ball passing through ouo of 
^"liia hands. As Forman turned to lly an- 
other shot was fired which jiassod through 
Mt Forman'fi body. Tho wounded man ran 
■to Mr. Anderson's house and was receiv- 
ed there and attended by Dr. Holnickou. 
He died the next day. i'ha loariiod gen- 
fcUuaa said that ho would show that 
'" jSehoole/kotw porfwtly well whut h« 



was about at the time of the shooting, 

and was therefore entirely accountable 

for his acts. When the prisoner pleaded 
"nut guilty," ho (tho .\ttoraoy Gonoral) 
was compelled to assume that tho shoot- 
ing would not be denied; but that he 
would set up a plea of drunkenness or 
frenzy, and that he would bring wit- 
nesses as to his habits. The learned gen- 
tleman then proceeded to claim that the 
woApon usod was a deadly one, loaded 
with six death-charges, and if tho plea 
that tho prisoner was drunk when ho 
committed tho crime was allowed no 
man's life would bo safe. In concluding 
his address the Attorney-General observ- 
ed that Sohooley never asserted that ho 
did not know what he was about when 
committing the awful orimo with which 
ho was charged. 

The lirat witness called was Jane For- 
man, wife of the deceased, who, oii be- 
ing .iworu,said: She knew tho prisoner; 
her husband, Henry Fornian, died on tho 
'22<1 January, having been shct by Thos. 
Hohooloy. Mr. Forman came to dinner on 
tho i'^d Jan. at G o'clock; tho prisoner 
had b'dou eating and drinking to excess 
boforo Forman's arrival; he had boon 
drinking port wine, causing vomiting. 
On that account witness could not 
set the table in the diuingroom, and 
therefore placed the dinner ou the kitch- 
en table. After Forinan came home he 
went out to milk tho cow, and as ho came 
in with the ir.ilk pail tlio prisoner throw n 
chamber in which ho had beeu vomiting 
into tho kitcheu. Schooloy used very un- 
pleasant language to Formou, on which 
Forman said, "you must not talk to lue 
in this way, I am not a dog," after which 
Forman went down stairs to his dinner. 
As Forman was sitting down to dinner 
and began eating tho prisoner came to 
tho stair.s and shot Forman with a largo 
pistol. Forman, ou being shot, got up 
from his chair and Hcliouloy lucd at him 
again; could not identify tho revolver 
produced. Onco before the prisoner had 
attempted to shoot witness and also his 
wife, but could not say ])ositivoly 
it wa.s with tho revolver produced, 
prisoner kept three revolvers in his bed- 
room; Schooloy, his wife and, baby board- 
ed with Forman; Sohooley was related 
to Forman, having married his daugh- 
ter. There were present Mr. Forman, 
myself, tho prisoner's wife and baby; 
Mrs. Schooley had the baby in her arms 
and as witness was ou tho i)oint of taking 
hor seat at tho table, tho first shot was 
firod. The first shot took efl'nct upon 
Forman's right hand; on Forman rising 
ho screamed, "I um shot!" Vt'lieu thu 
prisoner firod again, and as Foreman was 
leaving, tho prisoner shot again, aiming 
at witness or liia wife; Forman and wil- 
uoss got out of tho side gate and went to 
Mr. Anderson's, where Forman fell at 
the steps; Forman novor used any angry 
words to the prisoner. Tho clothes of 
the deceased were hero produced, exhib- 
iting tho shirt covered with blood and a 
woolen jftckot with a, mark as from a shot 
bv a bullet. Tho clothes were identified 
as belonging to tho husband of witness, 
and worn on the day of the murder. On 
tho morning of the murder while Forman 
was at breakfast Schooley came forward 
and said to Mrs. Sohooley that if aho did 
not give up tho key of tho bed-room, he 
would give her a good whipping. No 
angry words were used by Forman ■ in 
coLHCipience of this being said, nor yet at 
any other time had Forman used any an- 
giy words towards Sohooley. Some time 
bo'ioro (about two months) prisoner's 
child was born;ono Sunday evening .the 
[u-isonet was r*'poating many unpleasant 
things to witness' husband about his 
daughter, to which Forman said, "Thom- 
as you lie if you say that of hor;" upon 
which Sohooley said he would shoot For- 
man if he said so. After this both Forman 
anil the prisoner went into the bed-room 
and wore engaged in conversation for on 
hour; but before so doing Sobooloy re- 
peated tlioso unploaaant remarks, and af- 
ter putting down his hand as if to look 
for soniothing, throw ofi'his coat and said 
ho could do it witli his hand. Nothing 
else of an angry nature had occurred up 
to tho period of tho murder between tho 
prisoner and Forman. 

On cross-oxamiuation by Mr. Robert- 
son, in answer to tho question as to whe- 
ther Schooley was intoxicated at the time 
of the murder, witness said he had been 
drinking; prisoner was drunk off and on, 
but would sometimes p.-iss throo weekB 
without drinking to (;x<-eHs; would somo- 
timoa drink until -1 or 5 o'clock in tho 
morning; but not to cice.sa at homo. Not- 
withstanding the angry remarks between 
the prisoner and Forman, tbe quarrel 
seemed made up and the family dined to- 
gether, and some short time before the 
prisoner, speaking of Forman to his wife 
saiii, "your father is a gentleman, and I 
never could be angry with him." The 
evening bo.''o:'o tho murder the prisoner 
came homo the worBO for licjuor, when 
prisoner and his wife had some words be- 
tween them ; during that night prisoner 
drank several bottles of beer; but was uei- 
tlier drunk nor sobiu- on the iioxt morn- 
ing ; jirisonor remained in the U(;u.'!o the 
\^lloIooftl^8 day of the 2Jnil; on that 
morning before his wife liiui wn.ib(?d tlji3 
baby, he took tho horsewhip and told his 
wife to give up the key of tlie bod-room 
or ho would horsewhip her; but altiiouj^h 
Mio key could not bo found ho did not do 
so. i'riBoner was drinking port wine 
during tho morning; ou witness urging 
the prisoner to be kind to his wife, ho 
said he was a froo man and would not bo 
looked black upon. Witness had many 
conversations with him that day, and 
said to ychooloy, "won't you go to bed V" 
He said no, ho had to go to business. Ho 
had remarked that Mrs. Schooloy looked 
black at him the night boforo, to wliich 
witness, said you were not in to dinner 
with us, and your wife was fretting: 
prisoner said that wiion his wife cried he 
was so annoyed, that ho did not know 
what to do with himself; but ho would 
have no black looks from his wife; he 
would go in and out when he liked, and 
wanted Eo advioe; witness saw prisoner 
drinking four or five times during tho 
day, using a wine glass; did not consider 
him intoxicated, but was tho worse for li- 
(juiu-, and voniitod. JIo had no breakfast 
that morning, but ato heartily in the af- 
ternoon; ho vomited a little past -1, after 
which he said ho was bettor, and \^ould 
go down town. Between i and 6 o'clock, 
he put on his ooat to go to town, but af- 
terwards changed his mind and did not 
go. Prisoner kept pistols in tho house, 
and was always going to shoot; Scliooloy 
had nothing to gain by tho death of tho 
husband of tho witness, 

Judge Gray asked the Attorney-Qenor- 
ol to elicit wliotlier on a previous occa- 
sion the jirisoner when throatoniug to 
shoot his wife, was drunk or sober, and 
also examine tho witness as to the ciroum- 
atances that led to the prisoner- thifeaten- 
iug to shoot his wife. 

vitnwi said, in reply to'^Jndge 



Ortty,"The prisduer had beMont drivfng 
thot day, and Mr. Forman "di'dvo him to 
town in the buggy; in the evening ho re- 
ou Ilia return Schooley camo into tho 
house and began packing up his cloches, 
taking his trunks into the stroot, and told 
Mrs. Schooloy she had to go to town witli 
him. . She said "Oh! I want to see my fa- 
ther," when prisoner fetched a pistol out 
of the bedroom, and said ho would shoot 
hor if sho did not go; after whicli ho said 
ha would shoot vi-ilnoas — pointing a jnatol 
at myself and his wife; uufortunatoly I 
spoko of getting a policeman, when ho 
ran after mo all through the house with 
the pistol in his hand, and said he want- 
ed a life if he could get one. I escaped 
from him, and ran to town; before this he 
put tho pistol to his wife's head, and al- 
so to mine, and said ho would shoot US. 
Uo was the wiu-so for li(iuor. After 
this affair tho prisoner with hia wife wont 
to the Driard House, returning next eve- 
ning. Tho witness was asked whether 
Schooley and his wife were n(»t intending 
to leave Mr, Forman's house, at the timo 
of tho shooting, and woro not his trunks 
packed up for that purpose? She replied, 
no. 

Jamos R. Andei'soii, sworn — Saw For- 
man last alive on tho 23rd of January; 
about 9 o'clock the previous evening 
heard Forman calling "Mr. Anderson" 
Schooley has shot me; carry me in, I am 
dying." Mrs. Forman at this timo accom- 
panied her husband ; niysi,'lf and Captain 
Gaudin carried Forman into my house; 
ho was dangerously wounded and tho 
blood was running from liim; it was about 
G o'clock in the evening this took place. 

John Sebastian Helmcken,M.D., sworn. 
Knew the prisoner Schooley and also tho 
late Mr. Forman; was sent for by ^Nlrs. 
Anderson to S(i0 Forman who had been 
shot; saw two wo\inds under tho right 
Roalpular, and also a wound in tho right 
hand; Forman v.'as la a very weak utiito, 
and tho following morning he died; 1 
subsequently examined the body, and 
found the wound to extend through the 
right lung from scapular; found tho ball 
that had caused the wound lying on his 
undershirt, which buUot ho had no doubt 
was the cause of Forman's death. Wit- 
ness conversed with Forman, who was 
perfootly natural,ttnd entertained no hope 
of recovery; deceased said ho had been 
shot by Tom. Schooley. At midnight 
Judge Elliott camo and took Forman's dy- 
ing tiepoaition; Form;ui said he had been 
alujt without any cause or provocation. 

Cross-examined by Jlr. A-R- Robertson 
— Witness liad some knowledge of dis- 
eases uf the mind; had been in chargo of 
the lunatic asylum; had never seen a jm- 
tient with a mania for killing people; had 
never studied that form of disease. After 
Home considerable pause the witness said 
he know of uo such disease us homicidal 
mania. 

Tho Chief Justice having asked whether 
Counsel intended to set up an irrespon- 
sible desire to kill as the lino of defonoo, 
Mr. Justice Gray observed that it was 
scarcely fair to ask such a question and 
anticipate tho course tho counsel for the 
defence would adopt. 

The witnejs was asked whether tho ab- 
sence of any motive to kill may be re- 
garded as a proof of homicidal mania and 
said ho thought it was no proof; but 
would consider it as ovidonco of a diseas- 
ed mind. Diseases of tlio liver would af- 
fect tho mind, causing low spirits; liquor 
often caused diseases of tho liver; wit- 
ness had no recollection of attending the 
prisoner. 

Andrew Charles Elliott siTorn — Was 
jiresont at Mr. Anderson's on tho 2:5d of 
January and took tho dying deposition of 
Foriaan; dece.nsed knew witness, who 
said he had been shot with a revolver by 
Schooley; he stated that no provocation 
had been given; he had been shot at 
twice; Forman was unable to sign tho de 
position; Forman stated ho Wiis sitting at 
dinner when Schooley shot him. 

Inupcctor IJowden, 8Worn--Knew tho 
prisoner at the bar and also Forman. Cn 
tho night of tho 'i'id January last onterod 
tlie houso of l''ormau in company with 
two other iiioii — Constable Mcl'hio and 
Mr. K;'.y — the lastuamed acting as special 
constable; entered by tho kitchen door; 
went to tho room where Schooloy was ly- 
ing on the lloor; Kay opened the bedroom 
door and we all entered together; thcro 
was no light in the room at tho timo; oall- 
od for a light; prisoner was lying on hie 
back at thi> timo; a six-ahooter at full 
cock was lying at his right hand; a der- 
ringer was" taken out of tho prisoner'.-! 
pocket, which was loaded and at full 
cock; a knife, also, was found on tho 
floor; another derringer was brought next 
morning that had been found after our 
search. Prisoner was apparently asleep 
when we entered ; .saw prisoner after be- 
ing taken to g.xol, when ho appeared so- 
ber, or like a man owaking from a drink- 
ing bout. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robertson— On 
being handcuffed prisoner was lifted up; 

his appearance was th!\t of a man who 
had been drunk; when Khakon and rous- 
oil up iirisoner .said, "What the <lcvirs 
up." Ou being told ho was arrested for 
e hooting Forman, ho shook his head and 
said Forman was a man ho liked very 
well. 

The Court lioro adjourned till Wednes- 
day at 11 a.m. 

The learned Judge very emphatically 
charged the Jury to hold no communica- 
tion with anyiuio about tho case ponding.

Tho Dohiinion Board of Trado holds 
its iieriouical aesaious at tho Canadian 
capital. It forms, or ondoavora to form, 
tho comri.orcial policy; sends delegates to 
tho kindred body in the Unilud States, 
and receives delegates from tho samo to 
discuss such large international questions 
as "reciprocity." It cannot fail to exert 
a potent mlluenco upon future legisla- 
tion. Wo ob.>-ervo that, altiiougli only 
just admitted into tho Dominion, Prince 
Edward Island is represented on tho 
Board. Why is it that British Columbia 
has not affiliated ? One representative at 
the annual session of tho Dominion Board 
of Trade might be as important to British 
Columbia as one of hor six representa- 
tives iu Parliament. 

DscrsioK.— His Honor Judge Gray yes- 
terday rendered a deciaion in tho appeal 
caao of Brown vs AUsop. The case was ono 
possessing lomo important features. 
Plaintiff borrowed §350 of 'defendant, for 
which ho gave a promissory note andpoa- 
Bossioii of certain chattels as security for 
its payment. Before tho timo for which 
tho note was given had exi)irod defen- 
dant (under the impression that ho had 
received plaintiir'a verbal consent thereto) 
disposed of apart of the soonfity.'Tiz: a 
chair for S55 to the clerk of the As- 
sembly, and it is now known ns "Mr. 
Speaker's Chair." AVhen tho noto foil 
duo plaiutifl' tendered tho amount duo and 
demanded the chair and other artioles. 
Suit was subsequently brought in the 
County Court and a jury awarded plain- 
tiff 865. Judge Gray, yesterday, award- 
ed plaintiff §55 as the value of tho chair, 
adding $20 damages and S2 for detention. 
The decision, whiclijoccupiod some time in 
reading, aboundod with quotations of 
authorities bearing on the case, and will 
be published in tho Qovernment Ocueite. 

Cabinet Guakobs.— Late Canadian ex- 
changes foreshadow the retirement of 

the lion. Mr. Scott from tho Dominion 
Cabinet. It is said ho will bo stowed 
away in tho Senate Chamber— possibly 
nu'do President. Two reasons may be 
assigned for this: 1st, his inability to 
find a seat in tho Commons; and, secondly, 
his indiscreet electionooring utterances 
respecting tho railway policy of the new 
Administration. Tho retirement of Mr. 
Scott, under those circumstances, cannot 
be regretted by this Province, as in it 
ono may discover an earnest of good 
faitli. The Minoster who declared that 
tho railway cannot be built in forty 
years is not "the man for Qalway.'"
